Among the mortgages outstanding in respect of Sales of Perpetuities is one for 600/., 
the proportion of purchase money remaining on credit, of a Perpetuity Rent of 
32 Z. 16 s. 4 d. 

The Governors of the Londonderry District Lunatic Asylum purchased this rent for 
the sum of 820 Z. 8 s. 4</. in April 1878. The Auditor of the Asylum Accounts, in his 
report dated December 1878, took exception to the transaction on the ground that the 
Governors had no legal power to make the purchase, his contention being that under 
the Acts 1 & 2 Geo. 4, c. 33, and 18 & 19 Viet. c. 109, the Board of Control of Lunatic 
Asylums alone had the power to purchase buildings or lands. 

In a previous case, however, the Law Officers of the Crown had given their opinion 
that the Board of Control had not the power to obtain an advance of public money for 
the purpose of buying up a head rent. 

Therefore, neither the Board of Governors of the Asylum, nor the Board of Control, 
have the power to execute the mortgage, and so to complete a transaction which appears to 
be altogether illegal. 

In a recent letter from the Irish Land Commissioners, 'they state that “ The Solicitor 
of the Church Property Department is still in correspondence with the Solicitor of the 
Board of Governors of the Lunatic Asylum in order to ascertain whether that body has 
legal power to execute the mortgage required.” 

It should be stated that the portion of the purchase money payable in cash lias been 
paid, and that the instalments agreed to be paid under mortgage have been regularly 
received. 

Of the mortgages for yearly and other tenures outstanding, six are stated to have been 
executed, but could not be produced to my examiners, as they had been mislaid. 

Deducting these six mortgages said to have been executed, the numbers outstanding 
would be reduced to 91, as against 111 last year. 

Miscellaneous 2. Included in the “ Miscellaneous Payments ” is a sum of 235 1. 5 s. 5 d. paid to the 

Payments. Rev. G- Tottenham, under an Order of the Irish Land Commission, dated 16th November 

1882. 

In explanation of these payments, it appears from the Book of Pleadings furnished in 
support of them, that the Rev. G. Tottenham commuted his life interest on the 10th May 
1873. In his claim he represented that the possession of 20 statute acres of Turbary had 
been given up to him by the Coxes, and that the same were in his actual possession. 
The Irish Church Commissioners, believing and acting upon these representations, 
allowed the commutation value of 28 Z. per annum on the faith thereof, and about 450 /. 
commutation money was paid to the Church Representative Body in respect of the said 
Turbary. The Commissioners, who then became the supposed owners, conveyed a 
portion of the Turbary to the Church Representative Body, and the remainder to the 
Rev. G. Tottenham (who had claimed pre-emption), by deed dated 16th April 1875. He 
paid for his portion the sum of 180/., viz., in cash 81/. 17 s. 10 d., the balance having 
been secured by mortgage in 20 instalments of 6/. each. 

It was subsequently decided at the Summer Assizes, 1881, that the Turbary belonged 
to the Coxes, ami not to the Rev. G. Tottenham. The Commissioners, therefore, not 
having become owners by commutation, could not convey the Turbary to Mr. Tottenham, 

who thereupon applied for a refund of the purchase money, together with interest thereon. 

The claim was resisted by the Irish Church Temporalities Commissioners "ii the 
grounds that the mistake had arisen out of the misrepresentations of Mr. r«»ttriiluun, 
which too had led to flic erroneous payment by them, to the Church Representative 1'nnly, 
of n sum of about 450/. in commutation of Mr. Tottenham’s claim, to which it now 
appears that body was not entitled, inasmuch os the property for which it was paid was 
not in Mr. Tottenham’s possession. 

The Court of the Irian Land Commission decided, by decree of 16tli November 1882, 
that Mr. Tottenham was entitled to repayment of the purchase money, and interest, with 

costs. 
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coats, but do not appear to have noticed the fact that the Representative Church Body had 
already been paid, on Mr. Tottenham’s behalf, 450 /. commutation money, which should 
not have been paid.

Landed Property, Half-yearly Instalments, and converted Leaseholds (interest), the sum 
of 1,459/. 5s. Id. In this sum, however, is included 1,273/. 8s. It/., “cancelled on 
account of alterations in terms of mortgages, and the amount reappears in the new terms,” 
and is not “ lost.”
